SOMETHING IMPOTANT FROM THE 


TOWN ATTORNEY. 


Matters of Importance That the 


Street Superintendent Has to 


Suggest

'I'o the Honorable, the Hoard of Trus­ 
tees, of the Town of Berkeley, 
i 
Gentlemen: 
There was referred 
to me the existing ordinances of the 
t'.iwn of Berkeley compiled by Mr. 
Frank James, under the direction o f 
the Board. I was directed to examine 
the same, to advise the Board which 
of the existing ordinances are legal, 
and to make any proper recommenda­ 
tion touching the advisability of print­ 
ing the ordinances. 


I beg leave to report to the Board 
that I have examined all of the ordin­ 
ances so reported to me, and report as 
follows: 


First, I would advise that in printing 
the ordinances only so much of the 
same should be printed as is necessary 
to inform the public of the contents of 
the ordinance. 
To that end, that all 
titles should be condensed, and all 
other 
formal 
language 
should be 
omitted. 
There are many ordinances 
which need revision. 
There are many 
also which should be omitted entirely 
from the published list. 
I propose in 
this report to consider tbe ordinances 
as compiled by Mr. James one by one, 
omitting from this report all such or­ 
dinances as ought to be printed as they 
now stand. 


I advise that the ordinance touching 
upon the collection of taxes be omitted 
as the subject matter of that ordinance 
is covered by a later one. 


The ordinance fixing the bonds of 
the town officers I think might well be 
omitted, as it is a matter of conipara 
lively little interest to the people. 


The ordinance declaring certain offi­ 
ces vacant ought to be omitted for the 
same reason. 


The ordinance concerning the duties 
of certain town officers I think ought 
to be omitted, as our new charter cov­ 
ers the point. » 


The ordinance concerning the duties 
of the Assessor ought 
also to be 
omitted. 


The so called 
Pound 
Ordinance 
with their various amendments ought 
to be amended and cast into one con­ 
sistent whole. 


The ordinance in relation to euca­ 
lyptus trees ought to be amended, 
casting the duties heretofore performed 
by the Marshal under the Street Super­ 
intendent. 


The ordinance on the same subject 
regulating the growth of eucalyptus 
trees ought to be rescinded. 


In regard to the bicycle ordinance 
passed in August, 1892, I find that the 
penal clause is faulty, in this, that the 
fine may be liquidated at the rate of 
$2 per day instead ot $1 per day as 
the law directs. 
Just at this point I 
would call the attention of the Board 
to the fact that the above last men­ 
tioned fault appears iu many of our 
ordinances, and ought to be corrected 
so as to make them conform with the 
law. 


The license ordinances, b-.ing five 
in number, concerning the general 
municipal licenses, with thei various 
and multiform amendments, are in a 
most confusing state, and are illegal in 
many respects, but in regard to these, 
I would say that they are now in the 
hands of the license committee for 
unification and amendment, and there­ 
fore, when that has been accomplished 
the same can then be published as a 
whole, in their amended and legal 
completeness. 


So far as the ordinance concerning 
the liquor traffic is concerned, I wouldj 
say that the new ordinance on l' 
subject, to wit, ordinance No. 31 
supercedes ordinance No. 361 and its 
amendment No. 390, and there' - 
should be omitted. 


The ordinance known as the curfew 
ordinance is legal, but the judge in 
imposing the fine must remember to 
limit the imprisonment to ninety daj^. 


The ordinance concerning concealed 
weapons appears to be legal, except in 
its penal clause, where the same objec­ 
tion as noted Kefore exists. 
That is 
to say, $2 per day is .inserted instead 
of $i per day for the liquidation of 
the fine. 
So in regard to the ordin­ 
ance in relation to the deposit of refuse 
matter in the town, the penal clause is 
defective. 
. • «, 


The ordinance concerning electric 
wires is correct excev t as to the penal 
clause, where the same difficulty before 
noted exists. 


In relation to the ordinance con­ 
cerning the discharge of fire arms in 
the town of Berkeley, I find that there 
are several defects in form and several 
inconsistencies which ought to be rec­ 
onciled; besides this the penal clause 
is subject to the same objection many 
times before noted. 
I should advise 
that the two ordinances should be re­ 
cast, revised and amended. 


The ordinance prohibiting gambling 
in the town of Berkeley, etc., is subject 
to the same 
difficulty in its pefial 
clause, and at this point I would say, 
hat in my judgment where the ordi­ 
nance provides the liquidation of the 
fine.by allowing imprisonment at the 
rate of one day for each $2, the ordi­ 
nance in this respect is void, but if the 
judge in entering a judgment 
under 
the ordinance should follow the gen­ 
eral law and not the ordinance, then 
the judgment would be valid. 
That is 
to say, I would not take the trouble of 
amending the ordinance for that reason 
alone, but would allow the ordinance 
to stand, having the judge simply fol­ 
low the general law in entering his 
judgments. 
The ordinance concern­ 
ing trees on the public streets is invalid 
in its penal clause in the manner above 
indicated. 
There is an ambiguity in 
section 4 of the laundry ordinance 
which ought to be removed and there­ 
fore I should advise that section 4 be 
amended. 


The ordinance in relation to the 
width of the tires' of wheels, etc., is 
void in its penal clause in the manner 
several times before noted. 


The ordinance concerning the laying 
of pipes in Berkeley ought to be re­ 
vised and amended so as to cast the 
duties under the ordinance upon the 
Street Superintendent instead <lf upon 
the Marshal as under the old law. 


The ordinances relating to the speed 
of trains in Berkeley should be amend­ 
ed and cast into oue consistent whole. 


The ordinance concerning boys get­ 
ting off trains is illegal in its penal 
clause in the manner many time here­ 
inbefore noted. 


The ordinances in relation to sewers 
should be recast and modified to sui 
our new charter, giving the Street Su­ 
perintendent the duties hereinbefore 
performed by the Marshal. 
Besides 
this, the penal clause is defective in the 
manner hereinbefore noted. 
The or- 
dinance->concerning house connections 
with public sewers has been repealed 
and 
ought to be omitted 
from 
the 
published 
list. 
The ordin­ 
ance in relation to surface waters is a 
so called "city ordinance" and ought 
to be re-enacted as a town ordinance. 


The ordinance in relation to the 
width of sidewalks is legal enough, but 
might be amended if the 'same does 
not meet with 
the approval of the 
Board. 


The ordinance 
providing 
general 
specifications for sidewalks four feet 
wide so far as its legal aspect is con­ 
cerned is without objection. 
The or­ 
dinance providing 
general specifica­ 
tions for cement sidewalks, contains a 
provision that the contractor 
shall 
guarantee the work for one year. This 
provision is unauthorized and would 
render void any assessment for work 
done in accordance with those specifi­ 
cations. 
Besides this, the town mar­ 
shal appears to have certain duties, 
whereas our new charter throws the 
duties mentioned in the ordinance 
upon the Street Superintendent. 
I 
think the entire ordinance should be 
revised and re-enacted. 


Tha ordinance relating to the city 
numberer of houses in Berkeley should 
be re-enacted by eliminating section 
6 of said ordinance. 


In conclusion I would say that '. 
have examined all and singular the or 
dinances in the codification made by 
Mr. James and all the ordinances 
which are not mentioned yi this report 
I find 'to be in satisfactory shape and 
would advise their being printed with­ 
out change.

On Saturday last a young man who

Deputy Rawson expressed it as his 
opinion that any person who would 
take their dirty linen to a Chinese 
laundry should expect just such con­ 
tagion in their wash. 


He at once placed himself in com­ 
munication with Health Officer Rowell 
and both gentlemen visited the wash 
house in question, and after a thorough 
search found that the Chinaman re­ 
ferred to had a blue birthmark upon 
one side of his face—this, and nothing 
more.

While here she was 
taken sick quite suddenly and fearing 
that death was near she made the 
statement as above. 


Dr. Rowell was called in as soon as 
possible but it was too late for him to 
be of any assistance to the dying 
woman. 


Her body is now in the charge of 
the Coroner, who will investigate the 
circumstances attending her death when 
the inquest is held.

A Dying Declaration. 


San ;Francisco Oct 
28.—Another 
sensation has been sprung in the Dur- 
rant case. 
This time it is from the 
morgue. In his correspondence this 
morning the coroner found a com­ 
munication from one who signed him­ 
self George Reynolds, who stated that 
when the letter was received he would 
be at the bottom of the bay. The 
letter was accompanied by a type 
written statement. Dr. Hawkins at 
once telephoned the fact to Captain 
Lees, who sent a detective to take 
charge of the letter and statement. 


The statement thai accompanied the 
letter, so Reynolds declared, had been 
prepared by Durrant to prove an alibi 
in the Minnie Williams case. 
Rey­ 
nolds was to tell the story in court. 
Reynolds and others were to swear 
that on the night Minnie Williams was 
murdered Durrant was in their com­ 
pany all the evening until he went to 
the church social at the residence of 
Dr. Vogel. 
The statement was also 
to point toward Dr. Gibson as the 
murderer of Minnie 
1 Williams. 
Rey­ 
nolds was also to swear that in the 
Lamont case he had seen Blanche 
Lamont in Oakland after April 3rd. 
Reynolds in his statement says that 
the mysterious strap that has been put 
in evidence was marked by himself 
and given to the attorneys for the de­ 
fense. 


In his letter to the Coroner Rey­ 
nolds says that he came to San Fran­ 
cisco from San Louis Obispo looking 
for work, and that he met Durtant 
whom he had known for twelve years 
and had received assistance from him, 
and that|then the question of an alibi 
was broached to him. 
Coroner Haw­ 
kins is very much puzzled over the 
matter and says that he* believes both 
the letter and statement to be genuine 
but admits that it may have been writ­ 
ten to raise a new issue in this now no­ 
torious case. 


Captain Lees when seen this morn­ 
ing declined to say anything further 
than that he had been working fo 
sometime upon the same subject, and 
that the disclosure is nothing new to 
him.

THE WHARF QUESTION. 


On 
Friday evening last a monster 
petition was presented to the Board of 
Trustees, asking that they call a n eleG 
tion for the purpose of Voting for 
$80,000 worth of bonds with which to 
bnild a public wharf at West Berkeley. 
It was thought by the friends of the 
wharf question that the Board would 
at once call an election, and the call 


was 
urged very strongly by Trustees 
Durrell and Hoff. 
They did not suc­ 
ceed, however, in getting the matter 
any further than a committee, who 
were intrusted to report upon the mat­ 
ter at the next meeting of the Board. 
This is all right and perfectly satisfac­ 
tory if that committee will be ready at 
the next meeting. 
It is known, how­ 
ever, that there are a few people who 
will, from purely selfish motives, try 
and defeat the wharf question. 
They 
know they cannot defeat it when it 
comes before the people, but they will 
do all in their power to defeat it in 
the committee and before the Board 


of Trustees. 
Such a thing would be 
a great calamity, and it is hoped that 
it will not come to pass. 


The 
committee 
appointed at the 
mass meeting recently held in West 
Berkeley to gather figures as to the 
amount of freight now being handled 
at the present wharf and what might be 
handled with a new wharf, are active 
and will have all the data necessaiy, 
before the committee which was ap­ 
pointed by the Board at its last meet­ 


ing. 


The 
G A Z E T T E will publish data dur­ 


ing the next ten days in order that the 
public may know just what business is 
and can be done with a wharf and how 
it from a monetary point of view is an 
excellent investment for the town. 


Messrs. Renas and Acton, two of 
the committee, are giving a great part 


of their time to this matter and as they 
both have a vast amount of experience 
as well as knowledge in this matter, we 
know that their report will be not only 
thorough but active. 


It has been suggested, and the sug­ 
gestion will probably be acted 
upon, 
that those in favor of bonds for a 
wharf and for the calling of an elec­ 
tion immediately, will 
march to the 
Town Hill, behind a brass band on 
the next meeting night at least 
1000 
strong 
to 
emphasize 
their 
petition. 


The 
people are in earnest in this mat­ 
ter and want it to go right ahead.

You may see in any one of perhaps a 
hundred shops in this oity colorless, sad 
eyed, dingily clad women bending over 
sewing machines amid squalid snr- 
ronndings, with no outlook save through 
a window opening upon a sordid Btreet 
Ton may see in at least a score of ooun- 
try villages 60 miles from any great 
city a crowd of neatly clad, happy look­ 
ing girls and women busied with like 
tasks, but amid clean and pleasant sur­ 
roundings, with glimpses of n smiling 
landscape through every window. 


The New York women, released from 
their toil, hasten home to gloomy tene­ 
ment lodgings and unwholesome fare. 
The village girls troop from the factory 
to modetit €ut olean and pleasant homes, 
Where food is fresh and abundant 
The 
New York sewing machine woman is 
an insignificant unit in a great com­ 
munity. She feels, daily the pressure of 
her fellows that are ready to take her 
place and her earnings. She hears from 
embittered men and women talk of the 
rights of labor and the greed of wealth. 
She knows that her earnings would not 
keep some of her rich sisters in cut flow- 
era Whenever she stirs out of her own 
. dingy quarter, it is to see at every step 
evidence of the luxury in which some 
live and of the contrast between her 
lot and theirs. 


The village factory girl has hardly 
beard that there is a labor problem. Her 
$200 or $250 a year, earned at the sewing 
machine, clothes her well, procures for 
her small luxuries and helps to keep the 
family above want. 
She makes little 
pleasure trips hither and yon when work 
is slack and looks forward with confi­ 
dence to marriage and a home of her 
own, olean, sweet and comfortable. She 
never sees among her fellow townsfolk 
one who has any essential comfort that 
she lacks, and nine women out of ten 
in the village have less to spend on 
dress than she baa. 
She never sees a 
hungry or ragged person, unless it be 
an occasional tramp, and she hardly 
grasps the meaning of what she now 
and then hears about the lives of the 
poor in great cities. 


The New York slave to the 'Bewing 
machine lives half an hour from the 
heart of the western world and may, if 
ahe will, oa any night see Broadway 
and its throngs by eleotrio light. 
The 
village factory girl believes that she 
would be happy to give up all her com­ 
forts for the other's privilege of seeing 
at will the splendors of the great city. 
The New York sewing woman would 
not, if she could, change places with 
the village factory girl.—New York 
Sun.
